WASHINGTON (UP) - Chair­ 
man Oren Harris of a special 
House investigating subcommittee 
announced today he will file a res­ 
olution to impeach Federal Com­ 
munications Commissioner Rich­ 
ard A. Mack. 
Harris also expressed belief that 
a group of senators — accused of 
“ improper” influence of the FCC 
—will have to appear before his 
subcommittee to explain their ac 
tions. 
Mack is accused of l e t t i n g 
money and influence sway his of 
ficial decisions. He has denied 
the charges, but has agreed to 
consider H arris’ demand that he 
give up his $20,000-a-year post. 
There have been unconfirmed 
reports that the White House has 
given Mack an ultimatum to quit 
or be fired. 
White House Press Secretary 
Jam es C. Hagerty told reporters 
that M ack’s resignation has not 
been received, but he refused to 
say whether one has been re­ 
quested. 
Harris, 
Arkansas 
Democrat, 
made his statem ent in reply to a 
charge by George T. Baker, pres­ 
ident of National Airlines, that 
Mack is being “crucified” and 
disgraced for not yielding to polit­ 
ical pressure from senators in his 
FCC vote on TV Channel IO in 
Miami. 
Challenges Subcommittee 
Baker challenged the subcom­ 
mittee to hale U.S. senators be­ 
fore it for questioning. He ac­ 
cused Sens, Estes Kefauver <D- 
Tenn.L Spessard Holland (D-Fla.) 
and George Smathers <D-Fla.) of 
bringing “ improper influence” on 
the FCC and said that they were 
escaping “punishment.”

Harris told Baker “ I don’t think 
you should be too proud” of that 
statem ent.

Officials of Local 130, United Auto Workers, today 
refuted the claim by Kaiser Metal Products, Inc., that 
.enormous operating losses of the past three years have 
been due to inequities of the union contract. 


Local President John D. Dougherty said: 
“The fault lies with management, not with the 
union.” 
After a series of weekend conferences following the 
company’s surprise demand last Friday morning that the 
present contract be supplanted by a more “realistic” pact 
as a condition of continuing operations at the Commer­ 
cial and Fleetwing divisions, union officials today: 
I. Called a Local 130 membership meeting for Wed­ 
nesday afternoon at I o'clock at 
the Edgely fire hall. 
2. Made public a statem ent in 
which it discussed the union's po­ 
sition with relation to the demands 
made by Kaiser last Friday and 
the letter the company placed in 
the hands of some 1,100 employes 
of the two divisions. 
850 To Vote 
Dougherty said 850 members of 
the local will meet Wednesday to 
vote on what amounts to a totally 
new contract that company repre­ 
sentatives handed a group of 20 
union officials at a meeting at 
Pennsbury Inn Friday moring. 
In the statem ent issued today 
union officials blamed manage­ 
m ent policies for operating losses 
($3,515,000 in 1956, $3,996,000 in 
1957, and an estimated $1,090,000 in 
1958) as well as m anagem ent’s re­ 
fusal to sit down with union repre­ 
sentatives and talk over problems 
at the two plants. 
“For two months we had been 
trying to get a meeting with top 
level people of the Kaiser firm ,”
